JULY  UNIFORM  PRICE  $3 . 93 

Dairy  farmers  who  delivered  Grade  "A”  mirk  to  handlers  subject  to  the  Fort 
Wayne  milk  order  in  July  1964 3 will  receive  a miniiauii!  uniform  price  of  $3.9.3  per 
hundredweight  for  milk  testing  3.57:,.  .A  butterfat  differential  of  7.0  cents  for 
each  one  tenth  of  one  percent  that  individual  tests  vary  above  or  below  the  3.57o 
standard  will  be  used.  This  rninimtiin  price  is  subject  to  a 4 cent  per  hundredweight 
marketing  service  deduction  and  authorized  'hauling  charges.  The  computation  of 
the  minimum  blend  price  is  shoT,m  on  page  5 and  the  class  prices  on  page  4. 

The  $3.93  price  for  July  1964j  is  39  cents  above  the  June  1964  price,  and 
2 cents  above  the  July  1963  price . 

PRODUCER  RECEIPTS  AND  UTILIZATION 

Approved  producers  shipped  22,044,856  pounds  of  milk  to  the  Fort  Wayne  market 
during  July  1964,  of  which  14,967,752  pounds  or  67.97,  was  utilized  in  Class  I by 
14  pool  handlers.  Production  was  dowm  4.2T4  from  June  1964.  Glass  I utilization 
of  producer  m.ilk  was  up  1.4X  from  June  1964. 

AUGUST  CLASS  I PRICE  $4.32 

$1.20  was  added  to  the  July  basic  formula  price  of  $3.12  (Wisconsin- Minnesota 
Series)  to  establish  the  Fort  Wayne  Class  I price  for  Augtist.  This  price  of  $4.32 
is  one  cent  more  than  the  July  Glass  I price. 

AMENDED  ORDER  ISSUED  BY  USDA 

Amended  order's  relating  to  the  marketing  of  milk  in  each  of  76  marketing 
areas,  from  sources  not  fully  regulated  under  the  respective  orders,  were  issued 
by  the  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  on  July  2.2,  1964.  These  amended  orders 
became  effective  August  1,  1964  after  being  approved  by  two- thirds  of  the  producers 
shipping  to  the  individual  markets  during  February,  1964. 

RECOMMENDED  DECISION  ON  THE  PRODUCER  MILK  DEFINITION  IN  THE  FORT  WAYNE  ORDER 

A proposal  by  the  Wayne  Cooperative  Milk  Producers  to  amend  §1047.14  of  the 
Fort  Wayne  Order,  in  regard  to  the  definition  of  "producer  milk",  was  the  subject 
of  a Recommended  Decision  issued  by  the  USDA  on  August  10,  1964. 

?07o  OF  PRODUCERS  USING  BULK  MILK  COOLING  TANK  IN  JANUARY,  1964 

In  January  1964,  prod-ucers  who  used  bulk  tailk  cooling  tanks  represented 
nearly  70  percent  of  all  producers  who  delivered  milk  to  handlers  regulated  under 
82  Federal  milk  marketing  orders.  Tb.ese  producers  delivered  nearly  twice  as 
much  milk  per  producer  as  did  those  who  shipped  in  cans,  and  they  supplied  81.17. 
of  the  total  amount  of  milk  received  from  producers  in  these  markets.  Daily 
deliveries  of  milk  per  producer  from  those  using  bulk  tanks  average  993  pounds, 
while  can  shippers  averaged  only  523  potinds  per  day  per  producer.  In  the  Fort 
Wayne  market  77.87,  of  the  milk  pooled  in  January,  1964  was  from  bulk  tank  shippers. 
Average  da.ilj'  deliveries  in  this  market  from  bulk  tanks  was  941  pounds  compared 
with  552  pounds  from  can  shippers.
